Stephen Album Rare Coins is the foremost Western coin firm specializing in Is¬ 
lamic and Indian coins. Their auctions have featured outstanding specialized col¬ 
lections and provide a depth of coverage lacking from those of the larger firms, 
whose infrequent forays into the world of Islamic numismatics are limited to 
occasional offerings of “highlight” coins. Absolutely essential.

He 
later lived in Nizhny Novgorod. Mayer 499, without commentary (suggesting he 
had not seen it).
